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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Mooney fail to teach "a 
request to handoff an existing session" and "a second base station". Before addressing the argument, the examiner submits that since 
the feature of "determining whether the received request is a request for a new session or a request to handoff an existing session from a 
second basestation" using conjunction OR so that the examiner could give a broad and reasonable interpretation as determining the 
received request is a request for a new session. Mooney teaches determining whether session ID exist or not in the request, if the request 
is a new request that means in the request does not have session ID then stablishing/creating new session ID see figure 14, paragraphs 
0139-0142. Therefore, the examiner concludes that Mooney does teach the feature of determining the received request os a request for a 
new session. 

Applicant argues that there is no suggestion to combine the teaching of Verma and Mooney. In response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the reason to 
combine the teaching of Mooney into Verma's system because it would provide an efficient communications system for accessing a 
plurality of messaging servers from single web-base interface by using the assignment of session ID and helping reduce network 
bandwidth requirements (see Mooney paragraphs 0001 , 0008, 0016). Therefore, the examiner asserts that cited prior art teaches or 
suggests the subject matter broadly recited in independent claims 132, 40, 49 and 59. Claims 33-39, 42-43, 45-47, 50-51, 60-63 are also 
rejected at least by virtue of their dependency on independent claims and by other reasons set forth in the previous office action dated 
12/14/06. 
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
